Or thus : It was ſimplic vnlawfull 
for the Ifraclites to ſacrifice in the 
high places : therefore ſimply vn- 
lawfull for chriſtians to preach or 
pray inthe Temples of Romith or 
Idolatrous chriſtians. By this argu« 
. C2 ment 
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ment they conclude, a nullitic of all 
divine woorſhip in our churches : 


and by the former , a ruinating of 


them to the earth. And the one and 
the other is driwen from a ceremo- 
niall commaundement in the lawe. 
That the commaundement was 
morall {and ſo in that kind perpe- 
tuall)it cannot be ; Firſt becauſe the 
deſtruftion of ſuch Idoll Syna- 
goones, it was oppoſedtothe ſtan- 
ding of one peculiar place , which 
God would chooſe in [ſracl for pat- 
ting (Shems Sham) his name there. 
And for this cauſe, 1o/es precilcly

Andtothis end 
they alledge diuers places (ſperially 
out of the prophets ) which doe in- 
ferre a large and glorious face of 
Chriſt and his kingdome here. We 
of the other ſide, doe teach, that this 
new church (howſoeuer in her firſt 
prone by the Apoſtles , it was 
oth paſſing large and glorious) yet 
in ſucceeding times, it wained with 
the Moone, ſhecloſt much of her 
lory, and of her outſtretched viſi- 
bite And to this purpoſe wee al- 
lege, firſt,the ſtate of Iſracls church 
as 
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23 atipe and figure thereof:ſecond- 
ly,very many ſcriptures(old & new) 
which can admit no other colle&ti- 
on:laſtly, we vrge experience it ſelf! 

Firſt, touching the Type or Fi- 
eure, weſccthe church of Iſrac] go- 
mg out with banners in the wilder- 
nes, and finally ſeated in glorious 
Canaan by Toſanah. Afﬀter his death 
al ranne out of order,the vncircum- 
ciſed had them long in ſubicRion, 
there was no king in I{rae},and cue- 
ry man didde what was good in his 
owne eyes. Then in Sau!,Danid,8& 
Solomons times, we ec the church by 
ſundry ſteps mounted &enlarged : 
butin R ehoboams dayes wee ſee ten 
tribes ſchiſme from the twoo ( that 
is, from Judah and Beniamin) and 
that which was worſe , diddereare 
Yp and woorſhippe; firſt, calues 
in Danand Bethel : ſecondly, Ba- 
alim with his abhominations. Nor 
was the bodie of theſe tenne tribes 
a anic tyme recouered , 'but fi-

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nally, in Hoſheahs raigne , carried 
away by the Aſlyrian armie : Co.

dome of 14dah { contayning allo 
Benidmin ) it did not cuer retayne 
the' face of her orderly goucrne- 
ment : for ſundrie of the Kinges 
brought Idolatriein : but by others 
agayne in ſome good forte purged. 
Yet finally ( ſuch was the height 
of theirſinne) G O Dleftthem to 
the boyling potte of the North (e- 
uen toNebuchadnetzar)who ſpoy- 
led their Cittie and Temple , and 
departed the chiefe of the Royall 
ſeedevnto Babel. Then for ſeuen- 
tie yeares did orderly facrifice ceaſe, 
their Tudiciall pollicie ( giuen by 
God at mount Sinai, ſo well as the 
eccleſiaſtical) it was ſubieRed to 
the pleaſure of ſtraungers, then

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where was their beauteous Conſti- | 
tution? And atthe endof ſcauen- | | 
ty yeares, Babels Monarch was 
ſubieRted to the M edes and Perſi- os 
ans, who licenced /uaah to returne 
for building their Cittic and Tems< 
ple : which after ſome nine andfor- 
tie yeares were reedified, but where 
was the ſacramental! Arke of God 
his preſence ? Where was Moſes 
originall copie? Where was Yrim- 
and Thummim. for deciſion of ex- 
traordinarie ſcruples ? What was 
become of Aarons rod and the ſa- 
cramentall Manna? And that which 
was not leaſt , what became of their 
Tudiciall pollicie, from that time vn- 
to Chriſt Ieſus? Somewhat I know 
there was, butfarre from the firſt [ 
patterne . Curtailed they were of Ty 
their Mofaicall conſtitutions :Firſt - —=_ 
by Babe/s monarch : ſecondly, by 11 
that of Medes and Perſians: thirdly, | 
by the Greekes Alexander : fourth- 
ly, by the two legged gouernement 
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of &Egypt and Syria, ſpringine out 
of the Hird '- pod ag and lay, 
by that laſt Monarch Rome (fival. 
lowing vp the former togither with 
eHMeſſiahs appearance) who hadſo 
manacled /#dah , that they coulde 
not condemne 7/e/#s, butby the po- 
licie of wicked Rome. This being 
the condition ofthe typical church, 
it followeth (ſay we) that the New: 
teſtaments-church be in ſome mea- 
{ure thereto analogized. And then 
onely it is ſo, when we find after het 
fulneſlc of grace, a declining there- 
of : running into ſchiſmes and deſ- 
perate picks : whereby God is 
prouoked to leſſenherlight, to di- 
miniſh her glory, to ouer-turne her 
conſtitution, to abbreuiatc her pol» 
licie. 
Secondly,the ſcriptures which in- 
ferre ſuch lamentable ruine of the 
church,they be many:wherof a few, 
& tothis purpoſe pregnant . T hat
